Climate of the Southwest. the Hopi 
have evolved a complex religion to 
deal with weather conditions, said 
Barton Wright. a scientific resear- 
cher for the San Diego Museum of

Expansion of powerful 
multinational corporations and its 
effect on the economic. social and 
moral aspects of life in foreign 
nations were discussed Tuesday 
by a iaculty panel sponsored by 
the International Business 
Organization 

Multinational corporations ex- 
ist to create direct foreign 
investments, “a means by which 
one organization invests in 
facilities for productive purposes 
in. another country, with the im- 
portant result of sufficient control 
to meet his initial investment pur- 
poses,’ according to Dr. Michae! 
Weininger. CSUS professor of 


business administration 
Weininger pointed out the ad- 
vantages of the multinational cor- 
porations. “The MNC has an 
organizational ability within it, the 
most modern technology, even 
more than the state does. As an 
organization itis simply superior at 
pulling its act together,” he said 


Weininger explained the 
difference in objectives between 
governments and the _ cor- 
porations. He said that the 
governments have to examine the 
entire scope of how business 
policy will affect the qualify of life, 


but “the objective of a firm 
developing overseas is to 
rationalize its profits.”

After Beck rose as a prominent 
labor organizer during the first 
general strike in United States his- 
tory against the city of Seattle, he 
aligned with a group of illegal 
businessmen meeting in Seattle 
specifically Frank Callicurtio 

Through Callicurtio and his 
contacts Chambliss claimed, Beck 
and the Teamsters invested in 
legal businesses reaping the 
union vast profits in little time 

Beck became Teamster 
president in 1952 

Before Beck's ascendency 
Lansky had aligned himself with 
aspiring politicians investing in his 
hotels on the Las Vegas strip, 
offering politicians “the kind of 
economic support they cannot get 
anyplace else campaign con- 
tributions through untaxed profit 

“Politicians know the essential 
ingredient to a successful cam- 
paign is large amounts of money,” 
Chambliss said, “and you don't get 
that kind of money by having your 
friends go to your mother's friends 
and asking them for dollar bili.” 

The political infighting for con- 
trol of illegal money began when 
Beck was Convicted in 1959 for in- 
come tax evasion and Jimmy Hoffa 
became the new Teamster 
president, said Chambtiss 

Hoffa, seeing he too could be 
indicted began “trying to support 
both parties,” said Chambliss 

indictments handed down 
through the Nixon administration 
forced the selling of the Lansky 
group's Las Vegas hotels to 
Howard Hughes, who slater gave 
$300,000 to the Nixon campaign, 
noted Chambliss. 

The heroin traffic shifted from 
Turkey to Southeast Asia and 
Seattie, formerly an insignificant 
port - of - entry received in 1972, 20 
percent of the heroin entering the 
country 

By 1972, “Richard Nixon was on 
the verge of creating the mest 
powerful politica! force the coun- 
try had ever seen, Not only would 
he have access to the money of the 


major corporations, he also would. 


have access to the huge political 


monies coming out of the 
Teamsters Union, other unions 
and illegal business as w6il.” 

The ITT scandal, the Spiro 
Agnew corruption scandal, the 
milk fund scandai, Howard 
Hughes and $250,000 ioan to 
Donald Nixon scandai were all 
revealed 

Chambliss said there is now 
evidence that James McCord, a 
former FBI agent and Demociatic 
Party tie, purposely set up the 
Watergate burglary to be detected 

The Nixon fail caused con- 
fusion in the illegal business 
networks and there was inter- 
national warfare over the control of 
the narcotics market in Siciliy, 
Marseilles and Rotterdam, said 


Chambliss 

President Geraid Ford's ad- 
ministration remained quiet and 
out of the illegal operations 
hmelight, but Jimmy Carter 
became president and the 
business control flip flopped 
again 

Chambliss believes the 


Teamsters will endorse a Democ- 
ratic candidate for president, who 
at this point he believes will be 
Jimmy Carter, but he said the 
funds of the union which are stili 
tied in with the Republicans, “have 
to be shifted and are in the process 
of doing so now.” 


plained, the firm has to reduce the 
per unit cost of the item produced, 
and must increase its market 
share. Because of the methods 
used by companies to attain these 
goals, “multinational companies 
have been historically known as 
the ‘bad guys’,” Weininger said 
Dr. Ronaid Fox, CSUS 
government professor, gave exam- 
ples why this labeling is sometimes 
valid. He explained the jure of 
foreign investments stemmed from 
the low risk of the investment “The 
companies create a linkage with 
the local power elite, by taking 
partners in the foreign country, by 
offering them a piece of the action 
They have the loca! bureaucrats 
and capitalists provide much of the 
capital investment, so if something 


happens, they don't lose 
anything,” Fox said 
This local investment has 


negative consequences, Fox saic 
because self - interest is not con- 
ducive to social responsibility 
“The problem arises about the 
committment or political will that 
the particular Country will have in 
pursuing basic human needs The 
better off these top people are, the 
less commitment they will have to 
providing a strategy to provide the 
bottom 30 percent with the basic 
human needs,” he said 

Fox also detailed the flow of 
money from different branches of 
the corporations, an effort which 
successfully maximizes profits 
“They want to reduce their tax 
liability, by making their profits on 
paper go down in areas of hn gh tax- 
es, and making paper profits go up 
in areas of low taxes,” he said 

“It | want to lower my profits in 
an area, | can just raise my operat- 
ing costs by over - invoicing or 
over - charging myself for my own 
capital goods and technoiagy that 
| bring in, or by underpricing my 
exports,” Fox said. “This is no 
problem for a company which is 
international, because tran- 
sactions can be made from parent 
company to subsidiary to sub- 
sidiary,” he added 


Fox illustrated this method by 
saying, “A pharmaceutical com 
pany may want to sell valium or tet 
racycline to Columbia. So it makes 
the valium in Mexico or Columbice 
with cheap iabor, and underprices 
it and sends it to Panama, which is 
a tax - free haven. in Panama the 
price shoots up to four times the 
amount then it goes back to 
Columbia to the original market at 
that price.”
